TACOMA, Wash., July 12.— 
(UP)—Frank Olson, 32-year-old 
farm laborer, whose conscience 
began to trouble him: after 18 

onths of silence, tonight confess- 
ed the kidnaping and slaying of 
10-year-old Charles Mattson, of 
acoma, the last unsolved major 
idnaping in the far west, the 
headquarters of the Washington 
state patrol announced. 

Authorities said Olson had been 
employed until a few days ago on 
a farm in Ritzville in the eastern 

ashington wheat country across 
he state from Tacoma. 

William Cole, chief of the state 
patrol, a police organization, said 
Olson had told a virtually com- 
plete story of the crime and had 
amed another man, who has been 
arrested and who is being ques- 
tioned. 

Deputy Sheriff Joe Schaffer, of 
Adams county, said Olson had 
signed a written confession to the 
crime.

Harry Ashmore, newspaperman of Green- 
ville, S. C., had read all the lurid reports of con- 
jitions among southern industrial workers writ- 
ven by journalistic “explorers” from the north. 
He had studied the exposes they sensationally 
published after their bold penetrations of the 
‘deep south.” 


Living, as he does, in a city with more than ‘ 


a score of southern textile mills within a few 
miles of its center and being thoroughly fa- 
niliar with the reasonably comfortable condi- 
tions of life among most of the workers in those 
mills, these sensational articles in northern 
publications puzzled Ashmore. If there were 
conditions such as described by Walter Daven- 
port in Colliers Weekly, or as told in Philadel- 
phia newspapers, they must be in a section of 
the south with which he is not familiar, Ash- 
more thought. Either that or he is a mighty 
poor reporter, for he had never found, in years 
of reporting in the heart of the southern textile 
industry, what these visitors from the north 
said they found so easily in a visit of a mere 
day or two. 

So Ashmore decided to make an exploratory 

trip of his own. He would boldly venture into 
the “Deep North” and investigate conditions 
among industrial workers in Philadelphia, in 
Bethlehem, Pa., in Fall River, Mass., in New 
York, Washington and other cities. 
: The result of the Ashmore one-man ex- 
pedition into the “deep north,” appears in a 
series of six articles, the first of which is pub- 
lished in The Constitution today. 

Ashmore does not pretend that these articles 
describe conditions among all industrial work- 
ers of the north. He does argue, however, that 
the picture he draws is nearer the truth in the 
north than the pictures drawn by Davenport 
and other northern writers have been to the 
truth in the south. He was, frankly, seeking 
the same sort of thing in the north that these 


others had sought in the south. He found it - 


and, he writes, he found it more easily than 
they could find comparable conditions in the 
south. 

He admits there is a wage differential fa- 
vorable to the southern manufacturer. About 
20 per cent, he says, but then points out that 
rent, heating and clothing costs are so much 
higher for the northern worker that this dif- 
ference is more than wiped out, in actual living 
comfort. He describes the pitiful conditions 
under which many northern workers live, in 
overcrowded city tenements, without decent 
conveniences of life—far different from the 
generally pleasant country villages where south- 
ern industrial homes are found. 

The six articles make fascinating reading. 
They are a reply to unfair descriptions of the 
south, published in the past. As such they may 
serve to demonstrate that there is economic un- 
balance in the north and in New England, as 
well as in the south. That is, if sweatshops and 
slums and thwarted human lives mean eco- 
nomic unbalance. 

At any rate, they prove that a good reporter 
can find what he seeks, wherever he Jooks for it. 


“PRINCESS” BABS 


Barbara Hutton, who has been sentimental- 
ized ever since babyhood as a “poor little rich 
girl,” is rapidly becoming, as a matter of real- 
istic fact, a symbol of far from sentimental 
connotations. Her life story, as it develops in 
the recurring news angles of her career, is be- 
coming one deserving little sympathy from in- 
telligent Americans. She is fast making of 
herself a wellspring of class antagonism, an ex- 
cuse for demagogism and a “horrible example” 
for all the socialistically and communistically 
inclined soapbox orators of the world. 

Possessor of a fortune valued at more than 
$40,000,000, the Woolworth heiress could have 
made herself, had she been rightfully advised 
and been willing to follow that advice, a power- 
ful factor for the bettering of living conditions 
among the less fortunate. She might, for in- 
stance, have devoted her fortune and her ef- 
forts to improving living conditions for the 
girls, many of them away from home, who work 
for smal! salaries in the stores from which came 
the Hutton millions. 

There are numerous other great fortunes 
in the history of America which have been de- 
voted to the good of the people and which 
mright serve as example. Such as the Rocke- 
feller, Carnegie, Rosenwald, or Sage fortunes. 

Instead of such service, however, the life of 
Babs Hutton, so far, has been one of sensational

publicity. Of marriage and divorce and mar- 
riage again and more divorce proceedings. Ex- 
travagance and snobbery, either witting or un- 
witting, has formed the background. 

When Babs renounced her American citizen- 
ship she added fantastic lagniappe to her other 
failures to recognize her obligations to the land 
from whence came her fortune, 

In times such as today, when social and 
economic problems perplex the world, when 
there is daily evidence of growing dissatisfac- 
tion with the distribution of the necessities, or 
luxuries, of life, it is unfortunate that such a 
one as “Babs” Hutton should make of herself a 
spectacle to invite class hatred, rather than the 
great servant of the people she could have be- 
come. 

Sympathy for such a “poor little rich girl,” 
now, is overdoing sentimentalism. 


THEN AND NOW 

While nobody will deny the lot of the 
average present-day farm family is often hard, 
its difficulties are far from insurmountable. Not 
when compared to the hardships overcome by 
those resolute men and women who trekked into 
the interior from coastal settlements during the 
latter part of the eighteenth century, In many 
cases, these hardy forebears of many present 
farm families trudged through an uncharted 
wilderness to destinations not even known at 
the beginning of the journey. 

A likely piece of land was chosen. Trees 
were felled. Crude logs were hewn and mor- 
ticed in the shape of a square box. There were 
no shiny nails or spikes fresh from a conven- 
ient hardware store in those days. When, 
finally, the great cracks between the logs were 
closed against the weather with red clay there 
was much rejoicing. For this crude cabin was 
home, to live in, to die in. And it was there 
that the forebears of some of Georgia’s greatest 
men and women were born. 

Many of these people didn’t have enough 
food to keep body and soul together until a 
crop of some kind could be made, if they hap- 
pened to have seed to plant one. Save for the 
temporary kindliness of the more fortunate of 
those who had gone before and overcome the 
wilderness, or of friendly Indians here and 
there, it would have been slow starvation, And 
there was always the fear that these same In- 
dians, friendly by day, would swoop down in the 
night and murder the whole family. 

After five to ten years many of the early 
difficulties were overcome. A few farm prod- 
ucts, a surplus, not needed by the rapidly in- 
creasing family, were available for barter. So 
the head of the household trekked baek to the 
coast, year after year, to trade for tools, shoes, 
rough clothing, medicine, a horse, a cow, a 
wagon, a plow. And, occasionally, some “pretty” 
for a future bride. After a number of such 
trips, during which he acquired the necessary 
accoutrements, he gradually became shoemak- 
er, blacksmith, carpenter, agriculturist and 
dairyman, all rolled into one—a successful self- 
sustainer. But these trips involved weeks of 
dire hardship, too—not like throwing a few 
vegetables into a “flivver,” sailing smoothly over 
a well-paved highway and back in a few hours. 

Then came the scourge of cotton, of money, 
in place of self-sustenance. Hard times set in— 
lasting hard times for many. There were poli- 
ticians, too, who wept bitterly during election 
years over the farmer’s lot. There were not a 
few farmers, then as now, who listened to false 
doctrine and learned to depend upon it to re- 
lieve them of their troubles, as if any Man can 
be, or wants to be, relieved of the trouble of 
living. 

In many instances, the farms of these yearly 
seekers after help are now littered with falling 
fences and decaying, empty barns, their lands 
slashed by erosion and marred with unsightly, 
diseased trees. And these same farmers are 
still listening to the same doctrine, still waiting 
to be relieved of their troubles. 

But why should they be thus forever wait- 
ing? Is the farmer of today less resourceful, 
less resolute than his forebears? Certainly not! 
In the early days the farm was the home. It 
was self-sustaining. «It had to be. Today, the 
farm is looked upon more as a business. But 
the farm is still the home. With modern tools, 
transportation, radio entertainment and educa- 
tion, gasoline engines, electricity and substi- 
tutes for all the hardships of his ancestors, ex- 
cept a substitute for work, the farmer should 
again become a self-sustainer to the greatest 
extent possible. Such is his only hope for a 
lasting prosperity.

LEADER OF THE IRISH 
(From The Cleveland Plain Dealer) 

Eire has inaugurated its first president. While 
the new constitution of what was formerly the 
Irish Free State does not place much power in the 
hands of the President, the influence of the office 
is great when it is held by such a man as 78-year- 
old Dr. Douglas Hyde. The Gaelic scholar, poet 
and literateur has brought together factions and 
sections of the population who have been quarrel- 
ing for years. The new state thus makes an 
auspicious beginning. 

With prayers of hope that the “old days of con- 
tention, hatred and bloodshed” were over, Dr. 
Hyde was inaugurated at ceremonies attended not 
only by the government of Premier de Valera but 
also by former Premier William T. Cosgrave and 
his followers. This was the first occasion on 
which the two parties have come together since 
the signing of the Anglo-Irish treaty establishing 
the Free State in 1921. All parties have accepted 
Dr. Hyde as the symbolic embodiment of the 
unity of the 26 counties comprising Eire. 

It was significant of Eire’s new status that the 
ceremonies were held in Gaelic. As founder of 
the Gaelic league, Dr. Hyde has been one of the 
strongest protagonists for the reintroduction of the 
original language of the island. Through his writ- 
ings he has been an intellectual center for a free 
Ireland. In his quiet way he has been an Irish 
leader of the Irish. Today, putting aside the frock 
coat and top hat of ceremony, he will don his 
homespuns and cloth cap and take up the not-too- 
arduous duties of office. But he has accomplished 
what no other Irishman for a generation has at- 
tained, the unity of all factions behind a nation

Because he has upset the New 
Deal’s peace by yearning for the seat of Senate Leader Alben W. 
Barkley, all the vast resources of federal pap, patronage and pres- 
sure have been mobilized to destroy Governor A. B. “Happy” 
Chandler. With the whole federal political machine, from the 
President to lowliest WPA foreman, working hard against him, the 
brash and ebullient Happy*is usually pictured as an innocent victim. 

Here in the state capital, however, the blindest eye can see that 
He has constructed for his own 
use, to oppose the federal machine, a state machine as ruthless and 
efficient as any Kentucky has known. He is using it for all it is 
worth, caring quite as little as the federal people for the means to 
gain his ends. 

It is this which gives its basic interest to the fantastic Ken- 
tucky primary. The defeat or victory of Senator Barkley will have 
an obvious effect on the prestige and welfare of the New Deal. 
But the test of comparative strength between the federal and a 
state machine will be much more significant. It will cast a real 
light into the future, when the President and his little group of 
private advisers plan to capture the Democratic party from the 
bashaws of its state and local organizations. 


EVEN THE FISH With the WPA included, the federal machine 

is somewhat larger than Happy’s, but the 
best opinion here is that the tighter organization of Happy’s fol- 
lowers makes it just about a stand-off. The main works of Happy’s 
machine are some 7,500 regular state jdb-holders, every one of 
whom has been pressed into service. Some time back, Happy did 
pass a law against enforcing political contributions from servants 
of the people, but the state job-holders have been persuaded to 
make “voluntary contributions” amounting to the usual 2 per cent 
or more of their annual salaries. They also do all sorts of work for 
Happy, running errands, filling the crowds at meetings, organizing 
precincts and the like. 

Besides the regular state job-holders, Happy has another 3,000 
people or so working for him on a rural road program. These are 
especially useful, since they are inhabitants of back-country com- 
munities employed to build roads in their own home places. The 
numbers of both the state job-holders and the rural road workers 
have been and still are being greatly increased. Waste no oppor- 
tunities and want no votes, is Happy’s motto. There has even been 
unkind talk that fish from the state hatchery are sometimes con- 
sumed at Chandler fish fries. 


HAPPY’S HAPPY THOUGHTS Moreover, Happy is a man of 


many devices. A rather im- 
portant political group in the state are the 1,500 dispensers of hard 
liquors, and the 3,000 sellers of beers and wines. For these, Happy 
has thoughtfully provided a 40-day license extension, which puts 
the deadline less than a week after primary day. The word is that 
the whisky and beer sellers have had the sense to take the hint. 

And then there are the old-age pensioners. The federal man- 
agers are shaking their heads in sorrow at the thought of the social 
security act, which gives the states the power tq administer 
the old-age pension system. Happy’s men do the work. Recently 
they have added great numbers of the local oldsters to their rolls, 
and these toothless but grateful fellows and their wives may be 
seen nodding and clapping in the front rows at Happy’s meetings. 
Nor has the recruitment of pensioners exhausted Happy’s ingenuity. 

This month, he has commanded his henchmen in charge of the 
old-age benefit system to distribute the pension money by hand. 
Ostensibly, the reason is to make a person-by-person check of the 
rolls. But if Happy’s henchmen omit to tell the pensioners just how 
their gratitude should express itself, human nature will have proved 
a stronger substance than anyone has suspected to date. 


SINEWS °OF WAR To be sure, Happy is no worse than his 


opponents. In fact, so far as outsiders can 
judge, all the things that each side says about the other are per- 
fectly true. But there is one mysterious problem which it is im- 
possible to fathom completely. 

The federal machine behind Barkley has at its cammand a tre- 
mendous reservoir of federal money, and all the local gratitude for 
federal expenditures of the past. They charge, however, that Happy 
enjoys support from the milliong of Wilmington and Wall Street, the 
Texas oil lands and the Pennsylvania steel towns. Happy vehement- 
ly denies this, although he is hardly the sort of fellow to be turned 
against a fat check by a Liberty Leaguer’s indorsement on it. 

Whatever the source of Happy’s funds, it may be said that he 
seems to have plenty. And, as Barkley can hardly draw actual cash 
from the federal treasury to pay his precinct workers on primary 
day, it looks as though Happy would have a dollar to spend for 
every dime of Barkley’s, when the moment of voting comes... Thus 
the contest will be about even, except for such all-important im- 
ponderables as the President’s prestige, the popularity of the New 
Deal, and Happy’s own Holy-Rolling personality.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 12. | 
The Friendly City isn’t so friendly 
any more. 


You can sense industrial unrest 
as you walk about the streets and 
you can feel fear that amounts al- 
most to phobia in some quarters. 
Philadelphia’s manufactures aren't 
happy these days. 

Many troubles beset them, trou- 
bles that go deeper than any re- 
cession or depression, troubles of a 
permanent nature. And. as is al- 
ways the case, those troubles have 
been passed along to Philadelphia's 
workers. 

Smokeless Chimneys. 

You can take an elevated train 
out to Kensington and Frankford 
and gaze out of the windows at 
the rows of dingy, identical houses 
and the tall stacks, smokeless for 
the most part these days, that 
mark one of the greatest industrial 
areas in the nation. 

There are hundreds of mills out 
there where hosiery, fine goods, 
narrow fabrics, dyestuffs, tapes- 
tries, and various other products 
are manufactured. There too are 
the homes of hundreds of thou- 
sands of workers. 

Down on the sidewalk in the 
shadow of the El you begin to get 
an idea of what goes on beneath 
those roofs. You find workers 
congregating in little knots on 
front doorsteps and in the bars 
that mark every corner. They 
aren't happy, either. 

They share the universal fear 
that the industry upon which they 
depend is moving out from under 
them. The trucks that back up 
to an occasional mill and haul 
away the machinery and the va- 
cant plants that dot the area don’t 
discourage that fear a great deal. 

Joe McGuire feels it as he sits 
on the doorstep of his house and 
leans back in the sun and gazes 
at the vacant hosiery mill across 
the street where he once worked 
and made good money. 

A Worker Talks. 

In all his 27 years Joe has never 
been out of the city limits of 
Philadelphia. He’s not sure now 
that there’s any reason to go. 
“Things are just about as bad 
everywhere else, I guess,” he says. 

He went into the mill when he’ 
was 15 years old and he worked 
there seven years. In that time 
he learned a lot and he made as 
much as $50 a week. He joined a 
union and he worked hard and he 
was getting along until one day 
they told him not to come back 
to work. The next day the mill

Amazing revelations on the 
value of present-day military pre- 
paredness are contained in this 
month’s issue of “Neue Wege” 
(New Roads), the monthly edited | 
by Professor Ragaz, of Zuerich, in 
Switzerland, who does not pub- 
lish anything without a painstak- 
ing authentication. 

Writing from Vienna someone 
who is apparently a military man 
relates the story of the occupa- 
tion of Austria by Germany a few 
months ago. He tells how one- 
third of the motorized units got 
stuck before they had even reach- 
ed the Austrian border. Trucks, 
tanks, field kitchens, cannon, ev- 
erything broke down and the in- 
fantry had to continue the rest of 
the way alone. In panic Hitler 
rushed out himself from his re- 
treat at Berchtesgaden to inspect 
the material which had not stood 
up to what was, after all, but a 
minor test. Of course the Fuehrer 
knew at once who was to blame. 
Without investigating he declared 
that there was no question but 
“the international Jews have had 
a hand in this.” But he was in- 
telligent enough to recall General 
von Fritsch, who had recently 
fallen into disgrace, to the army’s 
organization department.

New Law: Invoked Against

The death penalty will be asked 
for Forrest Turner, Terrell Lough- 
ridge and their three companions 
on an unsuccessful dash for free- 
dom from the Tattnall prison 
Monday, prison officials revealed 
yesterday.

Text of Roosevelt Statement 
Summarizing Budget for 19. 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—(AP) 
Following is the text of a state- 
ment by President Roosevelt sum- 
marizing the budget for the 1939 
fiscal year which began July 1, 
1938: 


The attached summation pre- 
sents revised estimates of receipts 
and expenditures for the fiscal 
year 1939 reflecting the changes 
which have occurred in the budg- 
et subsequent to its presentation 
to congress in January. 

At the time the 1939 budget es- 
timates were. prepared, it was 
hoped that the business recession 
had run its course and that early 

‘in the calendar year 1938 we 
would witness a decided im- 
provement. In my budget mes- 
sage to the congress, however, I 
said: 

“Furthermore, the economic 
situation may not improve. 

“And if it does not, I expect 
the approval of congress and .he 
public for additional appropria- 
tions if they become necessary 
to save thousands of American 
families from dire need.”

Small rugs, loose at the edges, 
are dangerous because people may 
trip on them. . 

Do not place mops, brooms, 
dust-pans, or anything else of the 
sort on a stairway.
